Grayling Township resident 
Tim Riley is spending the dog 
days of summer with 20 of his 
best friends, preparing for an 
event known as the “Last Great 
Race on Earth.” 

Tim Riley recently entered the 
2009 Iditarod, a renowned two- 
week dogsled race held in 
Alaska, known for traveling 
over 1,16] miles of rugged and 
rigorous terrain, exposing mush- 
ers and dogsled teams to 
extreme weather conditions. 
Tim, and his wife Michelle 
Riley, began raising, training 
and racing dogs after moving to 
the Grayling area three years 
ago. The couple operates Dream 
Catcher Kennels, a small 
dogsled kennel located at 2107 
Wakeley Bridge Road, where 
they raise and train Siberian 
huskies. 

Riley said he gained an inter- 
est in dogsled racing as a young- 
ster and was inspired by such 
Disney movies as “Iron Will.” 
“We just really like being out- 
doors, being outside and we 
really, really like the dogs,” 
Riley said. “This combines both 
of them. We get to get back into 
a lot of places that most people 
don’t ever get to see.” 

Riley began mushing two 
years ago and started out with 
six dogs. He has done a lot of 
reading on the sport and has net- 
worked with mushers in north- 
ern Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula. 

Sherry and Russ Sutherby, the

State officials don’t anticipate 
that the developer for the theme 
park planned south of Grayling 
is coming back before them 
until final financing is in place 
for the entire project. 

Patrick Crosson, a project 
manager for Axiom: 
Entertainment who has _ pro- 
posed to build the Mainstreet 
America Inc. theme park on 
1,800 acres of land located east 
of I-75 and north of Four Mile 
Road, appeared before the 
Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC) at its meeting held in 
Munising last week. 

Crosson gave a detailed pre- 
sentation of the amusement park 
to the NRC members and to the 
public. 

Crosson’s comments were 
followed by public input - both 
for and against the theme park. 

Jamie Greer, from J. Dap Co., 
said she believes the theme park 
is a development that will give 
the community and state a much 
needed shot in the arm. 

“{ feel we need to work 
together to make Grayling eco- 
nomically strong,” Greer said. “I 
feel that the theme park is a per- 
fect solution.”

Anglers and conservationists 
are applauding a federal judge’s 
ruling that places another road 
block before a proposal to drill a 
gas well near the pristine Mason 
Tract. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
David M. Lawson ruled the 
environmental assessment con- 
ducted by the U.S. Forest 
Service, for a well proposed to 
be placed on federal land near 
the Mason Tract, to be inade- 
quate. 

In 2003, Savoy Energy, a 
Traverse City oil and gas firm, 
applied for a permit to drill the 
exploratory gas well in order to 
access minerals that it had 
obtained through lease agree- 
ments with the state and federal 
government. The bottom hole of 
the well would be located under 
the Mason Tract, a 4,500 acre 
tract of pristine land located 
along the South Branch of the 
AuSable River, which was 
donated to the state in 1954 by

in Mancelona, taught Riley the 
ropes of dogsled racing when he 
stayed in a camper on the proper- 
ly. 

The Sutherbys have never 
raced in the Iditarod. The 
Sutherbys raise both Alaskan and 
Siberian huskies at their kennel, 
and admire Riley for his dedica- 
tion to Siberian huskies, despite 
the fact that there are faster dogs 
and highbreds. 

“He’s not wavering on_ that, 
and [ admire him for that,’ Russ 
Sutherby said. “Little by little 
he's come a long way in a short 
amount of time.” 

Sherry Sutherby said she 
admires Tim for his passion for 
the sport. 

“He’s inhaling everything you 
give him,” she said. “He’s very 
consistent and he does things 
right by the book.” 

Tim, who grew up in Concord, 
and Michelle, who is from 
Kalamazoo, spent summers in 
northern Michigan while grow- 
ing up. 

“When we moved up here, it 
was just a perfect situation to 
have the dogs and to be able to 
train,” he said. “We’ve met a lot 
of people that have helped us out 
and that has shortened the learn- 
ing curve a lot.” 

Riley has competed in dogsled 
races such as the Tahquamenon 
Country Sled Dog Race in 
Newberry, the White Oak Classic 
in Deer River, Minn., the Mush 
Lost Creek Sky Ranch held in 


Luzerene, the Mush Drummond 
Island and Mush Lost Creek and 
the Mush Far From Nome in 
Farwell. Race distances have 
ranged from five miles to 91 
miles. 

In order to be eligible for the 
Iditarod, a musher must have 
competed in the equivalent of 
500 miles in dogsled races, pay a 
steep $4,000 entry fee and must 
attend a rookie meeting in 
December. 

Riley will be racing a dogsled 
team for Tasha and Ed Stielstra, 
the owners of Nature's Kennel 
Sled Dog Racing Adventures, 
which is based in McMillan in 
the Upper Peninsula, during the 
2008-09 dogsled racing season. 
Ed Stielstra has competed in the 
Iditarod four times. 

Primers for the Iditarod for 
Riley include the Seney 300, the 
UP 200 and the Moccasin Run, a 
200 mile race which will be held 
in Togo, Minn., in December. 

Stielstra has 85 dogs that are 
training for the Iditarod that are 
currently giving overnight and 
day trips to cruise ship passen- 
gers in Alaska. Riley will race a 
second team of dogs in the 
Iditarod, selecting his team of 16 
dogs from the ones that will not 
be part of Stielstra’s team. Riley 
said that a pair of his own dogs, 
“Martini” and “Wanda,” have the 
potential to make the Iditarod 
race team. 

Riley has a course of trails 
behind his kennel, where he 
trains the dogs. Outside of winter 


time, Riley said the dogs train 
pulling a wheeled cart or a four- 
wheeler that does not have a 
motor. He only trains the dogs 
when it is below 50 degrees, 
since they do not recover well 
from heat exhaustion. 

“This time of year, we just 
play with them a lot,” he said. 

For Riley, being able to com- 
pete in the Iditarod was a classic 
case of when one door is shut 
another one is opened. Riley cur- 
rently works as a biologist for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
trapping coyotes to determine if 
they are spreading tuberculosis. 
Funding for his job will end in 
October due to federal budget 
cuts. 

Riley received the Gponin 
to work with Stielstra shortly 
after learning his job would be 


cut. 


Despite being held since 1973, 
just over 600 mushers have com- 
pleted -the Iditarod, which is 
referred to as “The Last Great 
Race on Earth.” A maximum of 
100 mushers start the race each 
year, 

“More people climb Mt. 
Everest than finish the Iditarod, 
that shows you how tough it is,” 
Riley said. 

Riley and Stielstra traveled to 
Alaska earlier this month to reg- 
ister for the Iditarod. Riley said 
he was tickled to rub elbows with 
some of the dogsied racers he has 
followed. 

“I fork over $4,000 and they 
give me lunch,” he said. “It was 


kind of neat meeting the people I 
look up to and have seen on TV, 
but it turns out they are just like 
any other person. They walk 
around with dog poop on their 
boots.” 

Riley said he is up to the chal- 
lenge of the classic dogsled race 
and the subzero temperatures he 
and the dogs will weather during 
the race. Riley said he will be 
focused on learning the race 
route during his inaugural 
Iditarod and looks forward to 
meeting native Alaskans out on 
the trail. 

“I’m the weakest link - they’re 
tough,” Riley said of the race and 
the dogs. “The biggest reward is 
just being out there with the dogs 
for days on end.” 

Both Tim and Michelle are 
graduates from Michigan State 
University. Tim was hired for his 
position after graduation, while 
Michelle works for Barry County 
Community Mental Health, leav- 
ing them only weekends, vaca- 
tions and holidays to be together. 
Michelle has raced in 20 to 30 
mile dogsled races and is work- 
ing her way up to compete in a 
200 mile event. 

Michelle said she is pleased 
that Tim is getting the opportuni- 
ty to compete in the Iditarod. 

“I’m certainly happy for him 
because he’s living a dream,” she 
said. 

The Rileys are holding an open 
house at Dream Catcher Kennels 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Sunday, 
Aug. 10. 


Studies for Mason Tract drilling deemed inadequate

auto executive George Mason on 
the condition that the land be left 
pristine in its natural form. 


In his ruling, Lawson said that 
the environmental assessment 
does not contain sufficient infor- 
mation from which the agency 


could, have made. an informed 


decision that there would be no 
significant environmental impact 
from the project. Further, the 
assessment failed to study the 
impact from automobiles, odors 
and the effect on wildlife and 
recreational tourism. 

Lawson also noted the fact that 
the exploratory well could set a 
precedent for future wells to be 
drilled in the same location. 

Lawson also said that the pub- 
lic outcry and concerns raised by 
state and federal officials should 
have triggered a full environmen- 
tal impact study for the project. 

Finally, Lawson said that the 
U.S. Forest Service’s determina- 


tion, that the proposed well: 


would not have an impact on the 
endangered Kirtland’s warbler, 
was woefully inadequate. 
Specifically, Lawson noted that 
the disruption of the forest land 
could increase the population of 
brown-headed cowbirds, a noto- 
rious nest parasite in the federal 
forest land. 

The Anglers of the AuSable, 
the Sierra Club and the Mason 
family filed the lawsuit against 
the U.S. Forest Service and’ the 
Bureau of Land Management for 


approving the drilling permit and 
site operations plan for the well 
drilling. 

Tim Mason, spokesperson for 
the Mason family, said the fami- 
ly was thrilled with the judge’ s 
ruling. 

Mason said that the time is 
right to sit down and look at 
alternative drilling plans or trad- 
ing mineral rights in less sensi- 
tive areas, going through the hard 
work and negotiations to pre- 
serve the natural environment 
just as his grandfather did 
decades ago. 

“We have to step up to that 
challenge today and sit down 
with the state and federal govern- 
ment and people who have 
access to those minerals and 
make sure that everybody is 
taken care of,’ Mason said. 

The Anglers of the AuSable 
and the Sierra Club congratulat- 
ed the judge for his interpretation 
of the environmental laws for the 
project. 

Rusty Gates, the president of 
the Anglers of the AuSable, 
hopes the well site will be moved 
farther back from the Mason 
Tract, since the drilling proposal 
has been remanded back to the 
U.S. Forest Service. 

“We feel that they should drill 
that well south of River Lake 
Road, so it’s totally out of the 


river corridor,’ Gates said. 
Lawson said he believes that 

U.S. Forest Service officials felt 

compelled to issue the drilling 


Permit to, Savoy Energy, based. on 


its mineral rights leases with the 
state and federal government and 
never considered the option of 
denying the proposal. 

“Tt would be absurd to con- 
clude that the  regulation’s 
requirement, that the plan be 
modified until acceptable, would 
prevent the Forest Service from 
fulling considering a no action 
alternative,” Lawson said in his 
ruling. 

Kenneth Arbogast, spokesper- 
son for the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest, said it would be 
up to U.S. Forest officials in 
Milwaukee and Washington D.C, 
if they want to appeal the judge’s 
ruling to the Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati. He said 
U.S. Department of Justice attor- 
neys, who are handling the law- 
suit for the federal government, 
could also opt to appeal the deci- 
sion based upon the merits of the 
case. 

“We’re kind of on the sidelines 
right now as far as this proposal 
goes,” Arbogast said. 

Savoy Energy officials did not 
return phone calls seeking com- 
ment from the Crawford County 
Avalanche for this story. 


Mclsaac to be Grand Marshall of parade

He came to work on the 
railroad. First the Michigan 
Central and then the New York 
Central. MclIsaac worked as a 
conductor on both passenger and 


freight trains. He retired from 
the railroad after 38 years. 

“If you’ve been in Grayling a 
while, you know Irv,” said Betty 


Bennett, parade committee 
member. ‘‘He’s been honored in 
many ways”. 


He was instrumental in start- 
ing the Grayling Booster Club 
and is still active. He and Jim 
Bendig started the Boosters in 
1971, to raise money so that the 
boys on the baseball team could 
go to baseball camp. The 
Boosters have been helping kids 
ever since, 

“There was a time when it 
seemed that everyone in 
Grayling was a member of the 
Boosters. Irv has probably sold 
more 50/50 tickets for the 
Boosters than anyone,” said 
Bennett, 

Mclsaac was active in work- 
ing for Mercy Hospital. He 
started as a volunteer and after 
he retired from the railroad, the 


Sisters of Mercy gave him a pay- 
ing job. As a volunteer, he 
enjoyed talking with people and 
telling jokes. “It was good ther- 
apy for the patients,” said 
Bennett. He worked security 
during some early construction 
and was also given the special 
job of feeding the ducks that fre- 
quented the river behind the hos- 
pital. 

The Little League honored 
Mclsaac by naming their field 
after him. 

“For some years it was a 
byword in Grayling to say 
‘Irvin is Servin’,” said Bennett. 
That meant that Mclsaac was 
involved and he was servin’ his 
town and the people of Grayling. 

“If you don’t know Irv, find 
him, and take a few minutes to 
talk and he’ll tell you some sto- 
ries that will make you smile and 
you will understand what it 
means to work and volunteer for 
your hometown,” said Bennett. 


Attempt at fire department 
dispute mediation held

Grayling Charter Township 
and City of Grayling officials 
have varying perspectives fol- 
-lowing a recent mediation hear- 
ing aimed at resolving the dis- 
pute between the two munici- 
palities over fire department 
operations. 

The Grayling Charter 
‘Township Board and Grayling 
City Council recently held a 
mediation hearing in hopes of 
hammering out a resolution 
involving the administration of 
the Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department. 

In January, the township 
board authorized a lawsuit 
against the City of Grayling. 
Township officials are seeking 
‘the return of a committee of 
township and city officials to 
oversee the operations of the 
fire department. 

The lawsuit was prompted 
after failed negotiations to 
renew a mutual operating agree- 
ment between the city and the 
township, which expired in June 
‘2007. 

The Grayling City Council 
has proposed that the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department 
be considered as a department 
of the city, and should be 
administered by Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer. 


Township officials have 


baiked at the proposal, seeking 
to have a committee of city and 
township officials administer 
the operations of the fire depart- 
ment. Township officials claim 
that they have had an agreement 
to operate the fire department 
with the city for 61 years. 

The operating agreement, 
which expired between the city 
and the’ township, required the 
township to pay 70 percent of 
the operating costs for the fire 
department and the city to pay 
30 percent of the expenses. The 

‘proposed agreement, which 
officials are still working under, 
calls for the township to pay 60 
percent in operating costs and 
the city to pay 40 percent of the 
expenses. 

Since the City of Grayling 
was incorporated in 1935, it has 
sponsored a volunteer fire 
department under the city man- 
ager’s direction. 

The city formally created a 
fire department in 1947, under 
the direction of the city manag- 
er, and provided fire services 
county wide. 

In 1973, the city declared that 
it could no longer provide fire 
services county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to contract 
with the city for services. The 
rest of the townships started 
their own fire departments. 

The first legal mutual operat- 
ing agreement between the City 


of Grayling and’ Grayling 
Township was approved in 
1974, according to city officials. 

David Fershee, a former 
Charlevoix and Emmet County 
District Court Judge, facilitated 
the mediation hearing between 
township and city officials and 
their attorneys. Under Michigan 
law, deliberations in mediation 
hearings must be kept confiden- 
tial and are not subject to be 
used in future court proceed- 
ings. 

City officials, however, did 
send a proposed fire department 
operating agreement to the 
township board, which was dis- 
cussed at their regular monthly 
meeting in June prior to media- 
tion. 

Thayer said that officials 
worked through a handful of 
concerns with the operations 
pact, and said that talks were 
showing progress. 

“We’ve got it down to one 
issue and that’s where we left 
it,” he said. 

Rich Jaskowski, Grayling 
Charter Township’s attorney, 
was less hopeful that a resolu- 
tion could be easily reached. 

“We discussed a number of 
issues at mediation and there 
were a couple of big ones that 
we just couldn’t get through,” 
Jaskowski said. 

- Thayer said city officials have 
proposed having the township 


board and city council meet 
twice a year to discuss budget 
and policy issues regarding the 
fire department. The city has 
also proposed to offer fire serv- 


ices as a fixed-fee proposal to 


the township and the city would 
cover any costs that go over and 
above the fees charged to the 
township for fire department 
operations. 

“By having a fixed-fee, that 
puts everything back on the 
city,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said he was waiting 
for a mediation report and feed- 
back from attorneys and town- 
ship officials before scheduling 
another mediation hearing. The 
city is being represented by 
Traverse City attorney Mark 
Clark in the dispute. 

Jaskowski said township offi- 
cials were willing to come back 
to the mediation table. 

“I think everybody would be 
interested in having a resolution 
reached, but I know the town- 
ship has certain issues that they 
can not waiver on and if we 
can’t resolve those issues, the 
only option is to take this matter 
to court,” Jaskowski said. 

Township officials are seek- 
ing to divide real estate interest 
it has in the fire department 
building and to divide up fire 
trucks and equipment if an 
agreement cannot be reached.

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VOTERS WHO crave big 
changes in how Michigan gov- 
ernment operates should keep an 
eye out for one of the state con- 
- Stitutional amendments which 
" may make it to the November 
ballot. 

An organization called Reform 
« Michigan Government Now 
: (RMGN) — submitted almost 
« 500,000 signatures to qualify for 
the November election; however, 
the wording of the proposal may 
> not pass muster. 

In fact, it would be at least a 
minor miracle if the long, wordy 
and far-reaching proposal did not 
contain a few errors, either minor 
or major, which could keep it off 
* the ballot. The amendment ts 
reported to be nearly two-thirds 
as long as the 1963 state constitu- 
tion it seeks to amend, with at 
least 30 provisions running for 12 
pages of fine print. 

All that must be boiled down to 
: 100 words or less which would 
‘ appear on the ballot without los- 
ing meaning to the voter. To put 
. the task into perspective, that’s 
* about as many words as appear in 
‘ the first three paragraphs of this

IF THE PROPOSAL makes it 
to the ballot and wins voter 
approval, it will change the leg- 
islative and judicial branches of 
state government drastically and 
the executive branch in less 
major ways. 

The Reform Michigan Web 
site Hsts some of these changes: 

* Reduce the state senate from 
38 to 28 members, the state 
house from 110 to 82 members, 

* Cut salaries of legislators, 
governor, lieutenant governor, 
attorney general and secretary of 
state by 25 percent, and pay of all 
judges from supreme court on 
down by 15 percent. 

* Limit retirement benefits for 
all state elected officials and 
judges to no more than those 
granted to state employees. 

* Require state elected officials 
and judges each year to report 
their incomes and assets, includ- 
ing spousal financial informa- 
tion. 

¢ Prohibit legislators and top 
government officials from lobby 
jobs for two years after they leave 


office. 

* Reduce the state supreme 
court from seven to five mem- 
bers, with the most recently 
elected justices losing their jobs. 

« Cut the state court of appeals 
from 28 to 21 judges and add 10 
judges to circuit courts. 

* Establish an apportionment 
commission to set up legislative 
districts after each census, with 
four Republican and four 
Democratic members, who 
would pick a non-partisan chair, 
in an attempt to eliminate politics 
from districting decisions. Now 
the legislature has this job. 

¢ Permit absentee voting for 
anyorie, 

* Allow voting in primaries 
without. declaring party affilia- 
tion. 

* Cut state government depart- 
ments from 20 to 18, and move 
the elections division out of the 
secretary of state’s jurisdiction. 

It’s probable even more 
changes are covered by this far- 
flung proposal, but these are the 
ones highlighted by the sponsors 
and in most news coverage so far. 
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THIS IS THE second time 
around for some of those in the 
reform group pushing this wide- 
spread amendment. 

The group’s headquarters is in 
Hastings, and some of the same 
people were behind the attempt 
to do away with.the state senate 
and establish unicameral state 
legislature a couple of years ago. 

The unicameral petition 
attempt didn’t get enough signa- 
tures to qualify, but for this new 
attempt to remodel state govern- 
ment finances don’t seem to be 
much of a concer. According to 
News reports, a California firm 
was paid $1.50 per signature to 
circulate the petitions, and gath- 
ered about 500,000 signatures 
this time. That means money. 

In addition, this year former 
state legislator Dianne Byrum, 
who now runs a consulting/lob- 


bying business in Lansing, repre- . 


sents the campaign, and it’s a 
good bet she’s not working for 
nothing. 

Partisan motives have been 
suggested; whole reformers deny 
partisanship, Republican critics 
have reason to yell “Foul!” 


The two supreme court justices 
who would lose their seats are 
Stephen Markman and Robert 
Young, both nominated by 
Republicans, who give the pre- 
sent court a decided 
Republican/conservative advan- 


tage. Their loss would leave two 


Republicans, two Democrats, 
and Justice Elizabeth Weaver, 
originally nominated by 
Republicans but who now swings 
from one side to the other. 

And of the seven appeal judges 
ousted when terms expire in 
2011, six have Republican back- 
grounds and one — Helene White 
— has a Democratic background 
but is headed for the federal court 
of appeals anyway. 

In addition, the 10 new circuit 
judges would be appointed by 


Gov. Jennifer Granholm, 
Democrat. 
* * * 
ALL IN ALL, the reform 


amendment is not really an 
amendment but a hefty revision 
of several parts of the 1963 
Michigan constitution, and is far 
too widespread to be decided 
with such limited exposure and 


understanding. 

Several of the provisions have 
merit, and even more have popu- 
lar appeal. With the way state 
government has been operating 
for several years now, a lot of 
folks are fed up and want to do 
something. 

That’s understandable... 
this isn’t the way to do it. 

Instead, under the present con- 
stitution Michigan voters must 
decide in 2010 whether to call a 
convention to revise the 1963 
constitution. That’s a much saner 
way to make basic changes than a 
complicated multi-faceted con- 
stitutional amendment. 

Voters should consider that 
possibility when they go to the 
polls in November, and they 
should be sure to read — and 
understand — all 21,000 words of 
the reform proposal. 

In case any reader is keeping 
count, there are 899 words in this

I just wanted to submit an 
opinion regarding the proposed 
theme park project near 
Grayling. I am a long time resi- 
dent of Grayling and J currently 
own land near the city, so I have 
a keen interest in anything that 
would provide a shot in the arm 
to this area. 

Over the years, I’ve seen other 
towns near Grayling grow and 
prosper, so I can understand the 
desire the city fathers and busi- 
ness leaders have to do some- 
thing progressive and exciting 
for our families and our commu- 
nity, 

I’ve been following this pro- 
posed project very closely over 
the last year or so, and find the 
latest development regarding the 
FBI investigation of one of the 
financing companies allegedly 
involved in the project especially 
disturbing, 

I’m not surprised that the pro- 
ject has ground to a standstill; 
what surprises me is that I had to 
find out many important details 
from sources other than the 
Crawford County Avalanche. 
What’s the deal? This concerns 
everyone that lives in Crawford 
County and the surrounding 
areas. 

] also find it rather disconcert- 
ing that the most recent forum 
for the proposed project was held 
in Munising, certainly a long and 
expensive drive from the 
Grayling area. 

On the other hand, in a strange 
quirk of fate, the DNR seems to 
actually be helping the citizens 
of Crawford County by demand- 
ing proof that the financing is 
available for the entire project 
before they sell the land. 

Don't misunderstand me ... 
I’m all for progress if it’s actual- 
ly going to help the folks in this 
county. I just wish this project 
was something a little more real- 
istic, like a new supermarket or 
sporting goods store, for exam- 
ple. Nothing against the stores 
we currently have, but @ little 


variety, never hurts. I’m con- 
cerned that this whole thing 
could end up being an enormous 
tax burden (much like many 
other overblown projects have 
become in this state ... look up 
our miserable track record) 
which the residents of this coun- 
ty would have to pay for long 
after the folks behind this 
scheme have vanished. 

From what I’ve been able to 
find out through the internet, 
most of the key players in this 
project are being investigated or 
have been bankrupt within the 
last few years. 

I’m sorry, but to me this 
sounds like big trouble. The 
number one thing I look for 
when doing business with some- 
one is honesty and integrity. 
Maybe those things don’t matter 
to some people around here any 
more, but they matter to me a 
great deal. 

I’ve heard the argument made 
that many people are in financial 
trouble these days, it’s no big 
deal to be bankrupt, and so on. If 
you ask me, the folks behind this 
project should be helping us out, 
not the other way around. 

A legitimate business venture 
should at the very least have the 
working capital to get the project 
off the ground. I find it suspect 
that Mr. Crosson always wants to 
“hurry things along” concerning 
this venture and hasn't been able 
to provide written proof that the 
financing exists. 

I don’t know about anyone 
else, but to me it all seems very 
shaky, to say the least.

Wellington hosts 
sticky buns holiday 


A "Super Saturday event" will 
take place at Wellington Farm 
Park near Grayling on Saturday, 
July 19, and will feature an out- 
door kitchen with farm ladies 
baking sticky-buns, bread and 
rolls. 

Park officials say that Super 
Saturdays at the 60 acre living 
history farm are special when the 
interpreters concentrate on one 
specific subject. The first prod- 
uct to be taken out of the oven of 
the old Kalamazoo wood stoves 
is the delectable sticky-bun. 

Officials say that the flour 
used in the baking is ground in 
the Grist Mill located at the farm. 
Added to the flour are raisins, 
walnuts, sugar, molasses and 
butter. The mix is divided in 
small portions, baked and doled 
out to the audience while still 
warm. 

An interpreter pointed out that 
it is easy for us to take something 
for granted when it is as common 


as bread or rolls. It comes from 
the supermarket or the bakery. 
She said that life in the 1930s 
during the depression was a life 
of dependence on oneself for 
food. If there was no money, it 
was necessary to bake your own 
bread, 

People who have attended pre- 
vious sticky bun Saturdays say 
that there is nothing better than 
the smell of bread baking in the 
oven of a wood stove or the taste 
of a sticky bun along with a good 
cup of coffee. 

Wellington Farm Park, a work- 
ing farm, is located on Military 
Road between Higgins Lake 
State Park and the Michigan 
National Guard Camp.

Dollar-A-Day Boys, 
tribute to the Civilian 
Conservation Corps 
at the CCC Museum 


Escanaba based author Bill 
Jamerson will present a music 
and storytelling program about 
the Civilian Conservation Corps 
at the CCC Museum at North 
Higgins Lake State Park on 
Saturday, July 26, at 7 p.m. The 
hour-long prograin includes sto- 
rytelling, reading excerpts from 
his novel “Big Shoulders” and 
playing original songs he wrote 
about the CCC with his guitar. 
Bill is a CCC historian who has 
performed at numerous CCC 
reunions around the country. The 
CCC celebrates its 75th 
Anniversary this year. 

Bill’s book, “Big Shoulders,” 
is a historical novel that follows a 
year in the life of a seventeen- 
year-old youth from Hamtramck 
who enlisted in the CCC in 1937. 
The enrollee joined two hundred 
other young men at Camp Raco, 
a work camp in Michigan's 

_Upper Peninsula run by reserve 
army officers. It is the coming- 
of-age story of an angry teenager 
who faces the rigors of hard 
work, learning to cope with a dif- 
ficult sergeant and fending off a 
bully. 

The Civilian Conservation 
Corps was a federal works pro- 
gram created by President 
Franklin Roosevelt in the heart of 
The Great Depression. During tts 
IQ year run from 1933-1942, 
over a hundred thousand young 
men between the ages of 17 and 
25 enlisted in Michigan. They 
planted over 480 million trees, 


: SLD 
earned a 3.5 (on a 4.0 scale) and 
higher grade point average: 
Trevor Clough, Alyssa Farrell,

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fought forest fires, built state 
parks and built county roads. The 
camps not only revitalized 
Michigan's natural resources but 
also turned the boys into men by 
giving them discipline and teach- 
ing them work skills.

accounting principles, comput- 
erized accounting systems, the 
legal environment of bookkeep- 
ing and customer relations 
through both their coursework 
and business internship. 

“The plan is you can obtain 
this all online,” said Jane 
Lange, a business instructor at 
Kirtland. “There will also be 
traditional classes offered as an 
option.” 

“This certificate would be 
perfect for the parent coming 
back to school to get back into 
the workforce, as well as for the 
high school graduate who does- 
n't want to spend years in col- 
lege,’ she added.

John Lucey, coordinator of 
the Spike’s Challenge and chair- 
man of the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon race committee, said 
he expects a similar number of 
teams this year. 

“Probably about the same as 
last year,’ Lucey said. “We could 


have 60-plus teams.” 

Lucey said very few teams 
typically register in advance for 
the Spike’s Challenge — most of 
them sign up on the day of 
sprints for position — so race 
coordinators won’t know the 
precise number of teams until 
Saturday, July 19, when sprints 
begin. 

The Spike’s Challenge C-1 
race will start at 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, July 19, at Borchers 
Canoe Livery. Last year’s race 
featured 38 competitors, with the 
fastest paddlers reaching the fin- 
ish line at Burton’s Landing in 
approximately 43 minutes.

The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map— known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the “Lost Stream Map.” 

The “Stream Map of 

{ Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1965 after a thirty-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
State Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—a map that shows every 
Stream and lake. He painstakingly 
plotied by hand, the location of 
45,000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map. 

The map sold extremely well 
until it was lost severai years after 
it first appeared in print, Incredibly, 
the printer entrusted with the origi- 
nal drawing and printing plates, 
deciared bankruptcy, then care- 
lessly hauled Higbee’s 30 years of 
work to a landfill 

The few remaining dog-eared 
copies became a prized fisher- 
man’s passession.
